PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING— A LOOK  AHEAD 

Our  Yearly  Meeting  appears  to  me  to  be  a 
vast  resource,  the  wonders  of  which  we  have 
only  begun  to  explore.  Friends  have  shown  time 
inventive  genius  in  forming  their  organizational 
structure  of  worship  groups,  Monthly  Meetings, 
Quarterly  or  Half-yearly  Meetings,  and  Yearly 
Meeting,  in  such  a way  that  the  individual  and 
the  group  are  organically  related  and  accessible 
to  one  another  in  many  and  varying  ways.  It  is 
as  though  we  had  been  tiying  to  implement  the 
charge,  “Seek,  and  ye  shall  find.”  I would  like 
each  of  our  members  — those  present  at  the 
sessions  at  Santa  Barbara,  and  those  absent  — 
to  join  in  searching  their  imaginations,  between 
now  and  the  next  annual  session,  for  additional 
ways  in  which  individuals,  families,  and  Meet- 
ings might  use  their  resources  in  new  ways,  in 
challenging  ways.  How  can  we  demonstrate  that 
the  whole  is  indeed  more  than  the  sum  of  its 
parts?  What  might  we  do?  What  has  already 
taken  place  that  we  should  know  about? 

First,  there  is  the  area  of  preparation  for  com- 
ing together.  In  trying  to  find  imagery  to  convey 
my  thinking  about  this,  I discovered,  in  search- 
ing my  own  experience,  that  the  feeling  I had  at 
Yearly  Meeting,  as  an  adult,  was  comparable  to 
the  way  I used  to  feel  about  Christmas,  as  a 
child.  Basic  were  significant  ideas  about  giving, 
sharing  and  receiving;  there  was  planning,  sur- 
prise, people  of  all  ages  functioning  together, 
good  food,  rest,  beauty  — all  undergirded  by 
the  mystery  of  the  Savior’s  birth,  the  magic  of 
music  and  the  unseen  fluttering  of  angels’  wings. 

How  can  each  of  us  make,  for  others,  situa- 
tions within  our  Yearly  Meeting:  new  experi- 
ence, adventure,  exploration?  How  can  we  be  the 
answer  to  one  another’s  prayers? 

Some  have  visited  Friends  on  the  way  to  or 
from  our  yearly  gathering.  What  a treasure  is 
visiting!  Can  we  enlarge  our  experience  of 
each  other  by  letting  travelers  know  where  and 
when  we  can  have  them?  The  post-session  for 
Young  Friends  in  Topanga  Canyon,  at  the 
home  of  Ian  and  Jane  Thiermann  is  one  example. 
I heard  a Friend  say,  “If  you  ever  go  to  the 
Grand  Ckmyon,  my  floor  is  available  for  your 


sleeping  bag.”  Without  expending  an  extra  pen- 
ny, we  can  have  many  experiences  of  this  kind 
to  offer  to  adults  and  children,  experiences  which 
are  unique  to  our  group.  For  we  have  ways  of 
knowing  one  another,  ways  which  make  it  pos- 
sible to  explore  within  a context  which  embodies 
common  values  and  “people  who  know  people,” 
and  can  therefore  be  considerate,  as  they  pursue 
new  patterns. 

This  is  part  of  the  context  of  a deeper  knowing 
of  one  another  of  which  I dream.  We  can  spin 
a web  of  knowing,  tenuous  and  strong  — a web 
spun  from  our  concerns  for  one  another  — a 
web  which  can  undergird  us  — a web  which 
can  crown  us  with  a rainbow  m our  minds  and 
souls,  where  the  real  suffering  and  rebirth  takes 
place  many  times  each  year. 

Each  of  us  has  many  identities.  Our  work 
identifies  us.  We  are  men  or  women,  husbands, 
wives,  children,  parents,  grandparents,  or  single 
persons.  We  have  special  interests:  gardening, 
music,  travel,  surfing,  languages,  bread-making, 
to  name  a few.  We  have  been  in  many  parts  of 
the  world,  traveling  by  land,  sea  and  air.  All  of 
us  have  a dark  despairing  side  and  a loving, 
illumined  side  with  which  we  must  deal;  each 
has  his  dreams;  each  has  his  problems  which  he 
or  she  can  not  solve  alone,  and  which  are  some- 
times difficult  to  share. 

When  we  gather  together,  miracles  happen. 
We  meet  the  person  who  understands.  We  feel 
free  to  speak  or  to  ask.  Can  we  increase  our  faith 
that  we  will  be  able  to  give  and  receive  this 
kind  of  blessing  through  the  grace  of  God?  Can 
we  sensitize  our  spirits  through  the  months  to 
make  ourselves  ready  for  this  experience,  meet- 
ing others  within  new  dimensions  when  we  come 
together  again? 

In  one  ver)’  practical  area,  we  may  be  able 
to  find  casual  ways  to  make  information  about 
a vast  array  of  skills  available  to  our  teen-agers, 
who  are  trying  to  make  vocational  choices  as 
they  explore  adult  goals.  (There  are  within  our 
Meetings  mam’  disciplined,  deeply  caring  men 
and  women  wlio  have  achieved  in  their  N’arious 
professional  and  work  fields. ) With  this  in  mind, 
a do'/.eu  adults  went  with  the  teen-agers  on  their 
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beach  picnic  at  this  yearly  meeting  at  Santa 
Barbara.  VVe  are  convinced  that  there  is  an  area 
here  which  adults  and  teen-agers  can  explore 
to  their  mutual  advantage  and  enhancement. 

And  our  families!  What  parent  among  us  does 
not  know  that  we  can  sometimes  do  for  others' 
children  what  is  impossible  to  do  for  and  with 
our  own.  By  virtue  of  our  faith  and  our  search 
for  sensitivity,  we  can  speak  to  one  another’s 
condition,  and  to  one  another’s  children.  If  we 
approach  our  gatherings  with  the  expectation 
that  this  can  come  to  pass,  and  if  we  have  the 
courage  to  make  our  needs  known  and  ourselves 
receptive  and  accessible,  new  growth  will  be 
possible. 

The  kind  of  relationships  we  develop  in  our 
worship-fellowship  groiips  are  the  key  to  our 
growth  — one  key.  They  enlighten  us.  They  can 
bring  meaning  to  all  experience;  they  can  kindle 
cur  imaginations  and  assist  us  to  push  at  the 
fringes  of  new  experience,  within  our  Yearly 
Meeting.

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  in  August,  1961,  at  a 
new  location.  Nestled  in  the  Santa  Barbara 
mountains  as  they  reach  out  to  the  sea,  we  awake 
in  the  morning  enfolded  in  fog.  As  time  and  the 
warm  sun  burn  away  the  clouds,  our  view  ojoens 
out  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  Channel  Islands 
on  special  days.  In  like  manner,  we  come  to 
Yearly  Meeting  enclouded,  to  clear  our  vision 
through  w(jrship  and  fellowship. 

Our  gathered  Yearly  Meeting  looks  to  small 
worship-fellowship  groups  as  an  experience  of 
guidance  and  sharing  so  that  our  larger  sessions 
may  be  nurtured  with  love  and  understanding. 
In  simplicity  we  strive  to  free  ourselves  of  bur- 
densome business,  but  face  the  need  for  clarify- 
ing procedures  and  for  expressing  common  ex- 
periences.

We  have  been  reminded,  through  the  Ameri- 
can Friends  Service  Committee  report,  that  “our 
business  is  the  exercise  of  our  faith”.  Our  respon- 
sibility to  one  another  is  not  to  ensure  conformity 
but  to  promote  love  and  understanding  as  we 
attempt  to  follow  Cod’s  leading,  whether  we 


succeed  in  doing  so  or  whether  we  have  faltered. 
We  are  challenged  by  reports  of  individual  mem- 
bers who  have  taken  unusual,  courageous  action 
for  conscience’  sake,  to  reexamine  our  lives  in 
relation  to  our  faith. 

Dear  Friends,  we  feel  the  need  to  extend  our 
bonds  of  love  and  fellowship  within  the  Society 
through  the  encouragement  of  visitation  to  other 
Yearly  Meetings  and  in  joint  projects  of  concern.

EXCERPTS  FROM  THE  MINUTES, 

AUGUST  7-11,  1961 

The  fifteenth  annual  session  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends 
opened  its  first  session  Monday  evening,  at  7:40 
o’clock  at  Westmont  College,  Santa  Barbara, 
Calif.  The  sounds  of  our  infants  and  small  child- 
ren during  our  opening  period  of  worship  gave 
us  a sense  of  our  continuitv  as  a Yearly  Meeting. 
The  clerks  of  the  Young  Friends  Yearly  Meeting 
sat  at  the  desk  with  the  clerks  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting. 

The  reading  clerk  read  from  three  Epistles, 
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including  one  from  France  Yearly  Meeting: 

What  is  secondary  are  the  differences  of  raee  national- 
ity, and  social  position:  the  outward  forms  of  civiliza- 
tions or  religions.  None  of  these  distinctions  should 
outweigli  the  fact  that  we  are  brothers,  sons  of  our 
Father  who  is  in  Heaven  ...  As  trees  plunge  their 
roots  deeply  into  the  soil  to  draw  up  the  sap,  in  like 
manner  our  spiritual  life  should  be  rooted  in  and  sus- 
tained by  God  in  order  to  expand  in  love  and  work  for 
our  brothers. 

The  cleric  called  the  roll  by  Monthly  Meet- 
ings and  the  State  of  Society  reports  were  heard 
with  appreciation  . . . 

The  meeting  was  opened  Tuesday  morning 
by  a period  of  worship.  We  were  reminded  that 
as  we  welcome  new  Meetings,  and  hear  the  re- 
oorts  there  is  some  uneasiness  over  the  depth 
and  vitality  of  the  meetings  for  worship.  What 
are  some  of  the  causes  of  this  uneasiness?  Silence 
is  not  what  we  worship.  We  use  the  silence  to 
open  the  door  where  He  awaits  us.  Could  our 
uneasiness  be  due  to  the  need  to  be  more  re- 
sponsible? We  may  need  to  liberate  those  in 
our  Meetings  .with  special  gifts,  especially  those 
who  through  prayer  can  strengthen  our  worship. 
Or  could  the  uneasiness  be  due  to  our  need  to 
be  more  irresponsible?  We  should  be  able  to 
enter  our  meetings  for  worship  with  a joyous 
abondon  and  recognition  that  much  has  been 
given  us. 

Mildred  Burck  gave  the  secretary’s  report. 
Friends  showed  a lively  interest  in  the  facts  re- 
garding membership  numbers,  and  categories. 
The  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  was 
asked  to  define  the  term  “associate  member.” 

Friends  hidicated  that  they  concur  with  the 
action  of  the  March,  1961,  Interim  Committee 
in  accepting  the  recommendation  of  Northwest 
Half-Yearlv  Meeting  that  Eastside  be  accepted 
as  a Monthly  Meeting,  and  the  recommendation 
of  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  that  Fresno 
be  accepted  as  a Monthly  Meeting.  Members  of 
these  Meetings  were  asked  to  stand  as  we  noted 
with  satisfaction  these  additions  to  our  Yearly 
Meeting. 

After  hearing  a personal  letter  from  Oscar 
Alarshburn,  clerk  of  California  Yearly  Meeting, 
to  our  clerk.  Friends  expressed  a desire  to  find 
a way  to  enter  into  closer  fellowship  with  Cali- 
fornia and  Oregon  Yearly  Meetings.  Friends 
agreed  that  we  shall  ask  certain  of  our  members 
to  attend  these  Yearly  Meetings  with  a letter 
from  the  clerk. 

Friends  were  asked  to  study  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  and  the  By-Laws  prepared  by  the 
Incorporation  Committee. 

The  Tuesday  evening  session  opened  with  a 
period  of  worship  and  three  Epistles  were  read, 
including  one  from  the  Second  Reunion  of 
Friends  in  Mexico,  which  said  in  part: 

consider  us  essential  the  eajiacity  to  love  life. 


beginning  with  love  and  forgiveness  for  one’s  self  in 
order  to  love  and  forgive  all  men.  We  have  remem- 
bered the  words  of  the  great  Me.xican  poet,  Amado 
Nervo:  “All  my  being  is  an  act  of  faith;  all  my  being 
is  an  act  of  love.” 

The  meeting  approved  the  reeommendation 
from  the  Interim  Committee  that  Floyd  Sehmoe 
be  asked  to  write  letters  to  the  mayors  of  Hiro- 
shima and  Nagasaki  expressing  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing’s sense  or  identity  with  the  suffering  inflie- 
ted  by  the  use  of  the  atom  bomb. 

The  meeting  aecepted  the  recommendation  of 
the  Edueation  Committee  that  next  year’s  eom- 
mittee  should  consist  of  the  ehaiiTnen  of  the  re- 
gional Education  Committees,  or  other  Friends 
appointed  by  these  bodies,  plus  three  members  at 
large.  These  Friends  are  asked  to  consult  before 
the  spring  Interim  meeting,  and  present  a plan 
for  eonsidering  Edueation  eoneerns  at  Yearly 
Meeting  . . . 

The  meeting  considered  a report  from  the 
Policy  and  Procedure  Committee  appointed  by 
Interim  in  March,  and  recommended  that  the 
Discipline  Committee  nse  a number  of  the  state- 
ments on  the  pnrposes  of  Yearly  Meetings  in 
order  to  rewrite  that  part  of  the  Discipline  titled 
“The  Yearly  Meeting.”  We  feel  there  is  general 
agreement  that  emphasis  on  our  search  for  Truth 
and  divine  guidance  as  stated  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  the  Foreword  should  take  precedence 
over  “business’  matters  . . . 

There  seems  to  be  general  agreement  that  a 
restatement  of  the  purposes  and  a review  of  the 
structure  of  all  Yearly  Meeting  committees 
would  be  appropriate  at  this  time,  and  that 
this  task  be  continued  by  the  Policy  and  Pro- 
cedure Committee  . . . 

Wednesday,  Aug.  9:  Ed  Sanders  reported  on 
his  visit  to  Cuba  Yearly  Meeting  in  April,  1961. 
He  brought  a message  expressing  their  great  joy 
in  his  visit  and  a prayer  for  the  growth  of  peace 
and  good  will  between  our  two  countries.  The 
clerk  was  instructed  to  write  to  Cidia  Yearly 
Meeting  expressing  our  apjDreeiation  for  this  let- 
ter ..  . Arthur  Vail  reported  for  the  Social  Order 
Committee  on  the  Race  Relations  Conference, 
June,  1961  . . . Russell  Jorgensen  introduced  the 
afternoon  discussion  on  the  Freedom  Riders, 
describing  how  this  religious  concern  grew  into 
an  action  of  considerable  magnitude. 

Harold  Carson,  clerk,  announced  that  cir- 
cumstances make  it  neeessarv  for  him  to  leave 
at  this  time.  He  turned  the  meeting  over  to  the 
care  of  the  remaining  clerks,  with  James  Dewees 
presiding. 

In  the  evening  session,  Catherine  Bruner  ga\  e 
the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee.  The 
meeting  approved  the  Queries  which  ha\  e been 
used  this  year.  A reprint  of  the  1957  Discijiliue 
will  be  issued  eontaining  a supplement  with  eor- 
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rections  and  additions.  Later,  new  material  will 
be  sent  to  the  Monthly  Meetings  for  study  and 
revision. 

David  Bruner,  clerk  of  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting,  announced  that  the  1962  Yearly  Meet- 
ing will  be  held  at  Bethany  Bible  College,  near 
Santa  Cruz,  Calif.,  from  August  13  to  18. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Social  Order  Com- 
mittee the  Yearly  Meeting  adopted  a minute  of 
encouragement  to  Barbara  Elfbrandt  in  contest- 
ing the  Arizona  non-disloyalty  affidavit  (see 
July-August  Bulletin).  It  urged  Monthly  Meet- 
ings to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the  court 
action,  checks  to  be  sent  to  Bichard  Corbv,  2648 
N.  Fair  Oaks,  Tucson,  Ariz. 

Anna  Brinton  gave  a sparkling,  thoughtful 
and  incisive  glimpse  of  the  hopes  of  the  Ameri- 
can Friends  Service  Committee  for  the  next 
decade,  and  Fmmett  Gulley  reported  on  what 
had  been  learned  about  termination  of  the  In- 
dian-reservation  svstem,  and  with  examples  from 
the  experience  of  the  AFSC  among  the  Klamaths. 

Thursday,  Aug.  10  (morning  and  afternoon 
sessions)  — Harriet  Schaffran  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  Peace  Committee  which  had  been 
circulated  in  advance.  The  Meeting  approved 
the  Civil  Defense  Queries,  to  be  offered  to 
Meetings  for  consideration.  (They  will  appear 
in  the  Bulletin  later.) 

The  Meeting  approved  the  committee’s  recom- 
mendation that  members  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing undertake  to  raise  $4000  for  the  Friend  in 
Washington  project  for  the  year  1961-62.  The 
iVIeeting  approved  a more  streamlined  plan  for 
transmitting  the  funds  for  this  project.  (This  will 
be  presented  elsewhere  in  the  Bulletin.) 

The  Meeting  also  instructed  the  clerk  to  write 
to  President  Clark  Kerr  of  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia on  the  subject  of  military  training. 

The  Meeting  endorses  the  Friend  in  the  Ori- 
ent project,  contingent  on  funds  being  found 
outside  the  regular  budget  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
recommending  that  Northwest  Half-Yearly 
Meeting  appoint  a committee  of  oversight  for 
the  project  and  to  raise  the  funds. 

The  Aleeting  endorsed  the  project  of  a Gan- 
dhian  Library  for  Korea,  and  asked  the  committee 
set  up  bv  Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meet- 
ing to  carry  out  the  project. 

The  Meeting  approved  the  following  minute 
recommended  by  the  Peace  Committee: 

We  commit  oiu'selves  to  examine  our  hearts  and 
minds,  seeking  divine  guidance  in  the  matter  of  a true 
dedication  to  the  cause  of  peace.  From  such  dedication 
we  feel  certain  that  an  even  deeper  commitment  can 
arise.  The  witness  to  peace  is  bringing  forth  many  re- 
sponses, some  tried  and  tested  in  die  manner  of  early 
Friends,  some  new  and  unfamiliar  in  their  approach. 
We  urge  Friends  to  act  to  their  capacity  with  the 
knowledge  and  support  and  loving  care  of  other  Friends, 


when  Friends  liave  te.sted  their  leading  in  the  way 
Friends  are  accustomed  to  do:  that  is,  by  the  life  of 
Jesus  and  by  taking  counsel  with  the  Meeting. 

Friends  have  generally  supported  the  November,  1960, 
vigil  at  the  Pentagon,  We  believe  that  iiublic  witne.ss 
activities  of  many  kinds  can  be  appropriate  expressions 
of  and  ways  of  communicating  our  under.standing  of 
what  God  demands  of  us.  We  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  Friends  generally  will  accept  public  witness  as 
a regular  part  of  our  activities  for  peace. 

(A)  We  express  unity  in  believing  that:  (1)  Some 
k riends  will  continue  to  feel  led  to  engage  in  public- 
witness  activity.  (2)  Such  witness  may  be  a natural  out- 
growth of  religious  concern  for  peace.  (3)  Therefore 
such  witness  should  be  supported  at  a means  of  ex- 
pressing that  concern. 

(B)  We  recommend  that  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  con- 
sider the  following  actions:  (1)  That  the  Yearly  Meeting 
encourage  meetings  for  worsliip,  ministry  and  pubhc 
witness  at  the  Monthly,  Quarterly  and  Half-Yearly 
Meeting  level  when  Friends  at  such  levels  are  ready.  (2) 
The  encouragement  and  assistance  of  Friends  with  par- 
ticular peace  concerns  to  visit  other  Meetings  and  to 
present  their  concerns  before  other  appropriate  Friend.s' 
groups  and  meetings,  when  they  bear  a"  minute  from 
their  Monthly  Meetings.  (3)  The  appointment  of  a 
time  at  Yearly  Meeting  and  other  occasions  when  Friends 
actively  concerned  with  prophetic  witness  will  meet, 
to  undertake  a study  of  nonviolent  action,  including 
some  definition  of  the  terms  involved;  motivations, 
techniques  and  experiences  of  participants;  dangers  and 
values  of  some  of  the  different  kinds  of  action;  and 
oueries  and  advices  for  those  contemplating  such  ac- 
tmn.  Such  a report  could  be  presented  to  the  subsequent 
Yearly  Meeting  and  might  prove  helpful  enough  to 
circulate  to  other  Friends  Meetings. 

(The  Yearly  Meeting  united  with  tlte  eoneern 
of  Boss  Flanagan  of  Berkeley  Meeting  to  visit 
other  Aleetings  under  a peaee  eoneern,  with  the 
guidanee  of  his  Monthly  Meeting;  and  it  en- 
couratred  Meetings  visited  to  help  finaneially 
with  the  expenses.) 

The  total  report  of  the  Peace  Committee  has 
reflected  many  long  hours  of  prayerful  consider- 
ation and  participation  by  a widely  representa- 
tive group  . . Our  desire  to  move  forward  in 
implementing  our  concerns  has  been  marked 
by  an  attitude  of  sober  study  which  some 
Friends  feel  is  indicative  of  our  sense  of  deep 
unity  and  deliberate  action, 

Thursday  evening  — Fxcerpts  from  the  Fpistle 
from  Iowa  Yearly  Aleeting  were  read: 

We  need  to  be  as  diligent  in  cultivating  our  minds 
and  hearts  toward  spiritual  growth  as  we  are  in  pre- 
paring material  things  for  orur  physical  comfort. 

A letter  from  Helen  Lawson  of  Canadian  Yearly 
Meeting,  who  attended  our  1960  sessions,  was 
read,  conveying  blessings  on  our  deliberations. 

The  Meeting  approved  the  formation  of  the 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Holding  Corporation.  It 
approved  the  adoption  of  the  Articles  of  Incor- 
poration and  by-laws,  and  it  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  trustee-incorporators.

b)  (on  membership)  From  infancy  we  can  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  of  Friends,  but  our  gifts  are  differ- 
ent . . . When  the  time  comes  that  we  are  ready  to 
take  on  full  responsibility  for  Meeting  work,  including 
financial  responsibility,  our  records  should  show  this 
change.  We  will  consult  with  other  Meetings  and 
Young  Firiends  to  arrive  at  agreement  on  terms  and  re- 
port our  proffre.ss'  at  Interim.  After  discussion  with  Jun- 
ior Yearly  Meeting’s  Committee  on  Mini.stry  and  Over- 
sight. it  is  their  sugge,stion  that  younger  Friends  bo 
called  Junior  members  until  tbey  are  ready  to  make  a 
decision  assuming  full  adult  responsibility.

The  Meeting  reeeived  an  anonymous  offer  of 
microfilmed  conies  of  the  Swarthmore  papers,  to 
be  given  to  Whittier  College  in  the  name  of  the 
Yearlv  Meeting.  There  are  onlv  four  colleges  in 
the  U.  S.  which  have  this  collection:  Harvard, 
Haverford,  Swarthmore  and  Earlham.  The  Meet- 
ing accepted  the  generous  gift  with  enthusiasm. 

The  Meeting  accepted  the  report  of  the  treas- 
urer (printed  in  the  adjoining  column)  Month- 
ly Meetings  were  reminded  that  half  the  obli- 
gations to  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  sent  in 
bv  December  31,  1961,  the  second  half  by  June 
30,  1962.

If  local  Meetinj^.s  per- 
mit contributions  to  be  channeled  to  organizations  of- 
ficially classed  as  lobbyists,  they  should  consider  whether 
the  size  of  their  contribution  is  “substantial”  in  the 
judicial  sense,  that  is,  more  than  10-15%  of  their  total 
tinancial  operations. ) 

2)  With  respect  to  our  “concerns”  ox  optional  budget, 
we  recommend  to  the  program  committees  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  that  they  interpret  approval  of  any  concern  by 
the  geireral  sessions  of  the  Interim  Committee  as  an 
authorization  to  solicit  funds  rather  than  an  appropriation 
or  guarantee. 

3 ) Because  travel  costs  have  risen  we  recommend  that 
Friends  give  careful  consideration  to  ways  to  reduce 
travel  costs  in  our  budget  ...  It  is  suggested  that  the 
problem  of  cost  and  participation  in  Interim  Committee 
be  carefully  weighed. 

Asenath  Young,  the  1961  registrar,  reported 
that  there  have  been  482  registered  attenders. 
Of  this  number,  99  are  under  12.  Over  100  came 
without  any  previous  registration  as  requested 
by  the  Arrangements  Committee.  (This  placed 
a severe  burden  on  committees,  especially  the 
clhldren’s  workers.)  Friends  expressed  apprecia- 
tion for  being  at  an  annual  session  where  “the 
mechanics  showed  so  little.” 

Fridav,  August  11  — Young  Friends  entered 
the  meeting  and  joined  us  to  share  their  minutes 
and  epistle,  with  William  Bruff,  Jr.,  presiding 
for  this  portion  of  the  general  session.  Kristina 
Etter,  recording  clerk,  read  the  minutes  of  the 
Young  Friends  Junior  Yearly  Aleeting,  and  Nina 
Dodd,  chairman  of  the  Epistle  Committee,  read 
the  epistle  from  the  Young  Eriends  Junior  Yearly 
Aleeting. 

The  1961  epistle  was  read  and  approved.  The 
meeting  adjourned  for  one  hour,  reconvened  for 
a meeting  for  worship,  after  which  the  clerk 
read  the  closing  minute: 

How  can  we  describe  what  is  in  our  hearts? 

New  clerks,  new  location,  new  concerns,  new 
friends  combine  with  more  familiar  thoughts 
and  faces  to  create  the  image  of  the  1961  Yearly 
Meeting  sessions. 

We  have  renewed  the  joy  of  the  search  for 
unity  and  gained  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  under  the  pressures  we  must  acknowledge 
our  decisions  are  the  best  we  could  do. 

We  want  to  acknowledge  the  inspiration  of 
visiting  Eriends.  We  especially  express  our 
thanks  for  the  understanding  of  many  problems 
and  the  sincere  desire  to  accomplish  their  solu- 
tion which  all  Friends  have  joined  in. 

And  now,  because  of  the  restless  and  relent- 
less surge  of  time,  these  sessions  must  take  their 
place  in  the  past,  and  we  look  forward  to  the 
next  ones  a year  away.  We  adjourn  to  meet  again 
in  the  redwoods,  at  Bethany  Bible  College,  Scotts 
Valley,  Calif.,  August,  1962.

MANY  INTERESTS 

To  say  that  this  yearly  meeting  was  crowded 
witli  special  sessions  is  the  understatement  of 
the  year.  Of  course  we  did  discipline  ourselves 
in  the  plenary  sessions  better  than  ever  before. 
This  annual  gathering,  too,  was  burdened  with 
important  decisions  — for  instance,  the  decisions 
about  incorporation  took  considerable  time  and 
study. 

But  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Eriends  are  a 
vital,  enthusiastic  group,  perhaps,  like  Alexico 
City  Aleeting,  “a  motley  crew.”  Or,  as  another 
put  it,  “We  have  plenty  of  horses  to  ride,  and' 
we  ride  them  in  all  directions.”  We  have  de- 
manded more  and  more  interest  groups,  and 
scheduling  them  has  become  an  awesome  pro- 
cedure. Our  gathering  is  greatly  strengthened 
by  the  presence  of  Friends  who  bring  us  special- 
ized knowledge,  and  we  long  to  confer  with 
them.  But  gone  is  the  leisurely  sense  of  ex- 
panding in  the  light  of  gentle  divine  leading, 
combined  with  the  stimulation  of  happy  fellow- 
ship. 

Two  things  kept  the  situation  from  completely 
overtaxing  our  endurance.  The  worship-fellow- 
ship groups  in  several  cases  provided  an  oppor- 
tunity for  rest  and  unfolding,  and  to  many  these 
morning  meetings  have  become  the  most  vital 
part  of  the  whole  yearly  meeting  experience. 
This  year,  as  always,  they  varied  in  depth  and 
vitality;  this  is  quite  natural  and  to  be  expected, 
as  all  Friends  know  from  their  experience  in 
various  meetings  for  worship. 

Most  also  kept  their  sense  of  humor.  Our  di- 
lemma was  neatly  summed  up  in  these  remarks 
overheard  on  the  path  to  lunch:  One  Friend, 
“Well,  they’ve  gone  and  scheduled  the  education 
workshop  this  afternoon.  That  makes  five  things 
I want  to  go  to  instead  of  just  four.”  Second' 
Friend,  “Now,  my  dear,  don’t  stint  yourself.”  Or 
— as  we  were  all  saying  goodbye  as  we  put  suit- 
cases into  cars:  “Early  to  bed,  early  to  rise,  and 
you  miss  all  the  best  conversations.” 

In  addition  to  the  previously  announced  in- 
terest groups  (A  Two-pronged  Question,  Eriends’ 
Care  for  One  Another,  Cuba,  Eriends  and  the 
Bible)  we  were  anxious  to  learn  all  we  could 
from  Agnes  Coggeshall,  chairman  of  the  Reli- 
gious Education  Committee,  Friends  General 
Conference,  and  from  our  “Freedom  Riders”  Cecil 
and  Steve  Thomas,  Russell  and  Mary  Jorgensen. 
The  long,  hard  sessions  of  the  Peace  Committee 
bore  fruit  in  the  actions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting; 
other  committees  held  important  meetings  and 
simplified  thereby  the  business  of  the  larger 
body;  other  small  groups  found  time  to  discuss 
particular  concerns.  Some  worship-fellowship 
groups  even  rose  earlv  for  a final,  before-break- 
fast period  on  Friday. 
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The  tenseness  caused  by  the  fullness  of  our 
days  found  welcome  relief  in  our  enthusiastic 
performances,  both  vocal  and  muscular,  under 
inspired  leadership  at  Fun  Night. 

Perhaps  because  music  plays  so  small  a part  in 
our  worship,  it  becomes  important  when  it  is 
used.  Who  of  us,  younger  or  older,  can  forget 
the  songs  we  sang  at  the  opening  session  and 
how  the  theme  “Peace  we  ask  of  thee,  o river,” 
pervaded  much  of  our  later  worship?  And  those 
worship-fellowship  groups  fortunate  enough  to 
meet  in  Kerrwood  Hall  were  influenced  and  iiT 
spired  bv  the  strains  of  the  children’s  singing, 
as  they  stmggled  with  their  responsibilities  in 
this  troubled  world  — “Nobody  else  could  walk 
it  for  Him;  He  had  to  walk  it  by  Himself.” 

In  the  final  meeting  for  worship  on  Friday, 
junior  and  senior  Yearly  Meetings  together,  our 
many  interests  were  united,  even  as  we  recog- 
nized their  existence.  “Half  of  me  is  free;  half  of 
me  is  not  free  because  others  are  in  bondage. 
Half  of  me  is  joyous;  half  of  me  is  in  deep  sorrow 
because  others  in  the  world  suffer.”  “How  may 
we  take  home  and  applv  the  spirit  of  this  gather- 
ing?” ' -E.C.R.

EXCERPTS.  JUNIOR  YEARLY 
MEETING  MINUTES 

The  first  interim  meeting  was  held  at  7:30 
p.m.,  Sunday.  Bill  Bruff,  the  clerk,  reminded 
us  this  was  Hiroshima  Day  . . . The  clerk  gave 
us  a detailed  account  of  plans  for  the  week.  As 
neither  David  Thomas  nor  Richard  Sanders 
could  fill  the  position  of  assistant  clerk  for  the 
Junior  High  group,  Ellen  Thatcher  was  asked  to 
play  a double  role  as  Junior  High  recording 
clerk,  and  assistant  elerk. 

After  a great  deal  of  trouble  trying  to  track 
down  advisors  for  the  groups  we  have  finally 
found  a few  willing  people.  Mary  Etter  and 
Emily  Burns  are  Junior  High  advisors,  and  Hal 
Stallings  and  Sammy  Silverman  are  Senior  High 
advisors. 

The  clerk  reviewed  the  mles  Young  Friends 
have  worked  out  to  cooperate  with  the  regula- 
tions of  Westmont  College  and  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting; 

1 ) There  will  be  no  driving  by  Young  Friends. 
A bus  will  provide  all  transportation.  2 ) Smoking 
is  not  permitted  in  the  dormitories,  and  may  be 
done  only  on  the  walks  away  from  trees  or  un- 
derbrush. 3)  No  food  above  the  first  floor  in 
Emerson.  4)  Meal  hours  should  be  strictly  ob- 
served. 5)  No  daneing  on  campus.  6)  Parents 
are  responsible  for  Young  Eriends  who  do  not 
attend  scheduled  aetivities.  7)  Curfew  will  vary 
with  each  night’s  activities.  After  lights-out  bell, 
people  may  talk,  but  must  do  so  quietly;  no 
visiting  in  other  people’s  rooms. 

Unfortunately,  we  were  unable  to  find  a work 
project.  However,  our  schedule  was  found  to  be 
sufficiently  full  without  one. 

There  is  a Committee  of  Ministry  and  Coun- 
cil, which  consists  of  Nina  Dodd,  Paula  Hum, 
Bill  Bruff,  and  Connie  Jump  as  alternate.  It  is 
concerned  with  discipline,  efficient  organization 
and  any  unexpected  i^roblems  which  may  arise. 

The  clerk  proposed  the  following  committees 
be  considered:  a Finance  Committee;  Nomina- 
ting Committee,  a Peace  Committee;  a commit- 
tee to  work  on  possible  exehanges  with  Young 
Friends  in  the  East  and  foreign  countries;  a 
Bulletin  Committee  to  improve  communications 
among  Young  Friends  on  the  West  Coast;  an 
Epistle  Committee;  and  an  Arrangements  Com- 
mittee for  next  year. 

A second  Interim  meeting  was  held  Monday, 
August  7,  at  2:10  p.m.  The  eommittee  decided 


to  draw  up  a booklet  similar  in  purpose  to  Faith 
arid  Practice,  to  describe  duties  of  officers  and 
committees,  cover  the  history  of  Pacifie  Junior 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  serve  as  a guide  to  those 
unfamiliar  with  Quaker  procedures.

Tuesday,  August  8,  the  first  general  business 
meeting  was  held  following  a half  hour  of  wor- 
ship. Epistles  from  other  Young  Eriends  Yearlv 
Meetings  were  read,  and  the  clerk  went  over 
the  rules  established  by  the  Interim  Committee. 
The  clerk  asked  for  approval  of  the  committees 
outlined  bv  the  Interim  Committee,  and  the 
duties  of  each  were  outlined.

The  meeting  separated  into  geographical 
groups  to  select  representatives  for  the  Nomina- 
ting Committee.

Carl  Thatcher,  Eugene;  Mitch  Dodd,  University; 
Bamone  True,  Palo  Alto;  Terry  Dewees,  Phoenix. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  divide  into  discus- 
sion groups.  Half  met  with  Sam  Benesch,  who 
led  a fascinating  discussion  on  rehgious  visions. 
The  others  met  with  a panel  of  Clarence  Cun- 
ningham, Phil  Wells,  and  Molly  Morgenroth; 
this  group  discussed  a wide  variety  of  things 
which  may  conveniently  be  called  social  prob- 
lems. 

On  Tuesdav  night  our  business  meeting 
opened  on  a lively  note  as  Ron  Raitt  led  the 
singing.  The  elerk  read  the  Minute  of  Concern 
from  last  year’s  Young  Friends  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  it  was  explained  how  it  was  possible  for 
so  many  of  our  Young  Friends  to  attend  the 
peace  witness  in  Washington,  D.C.,  last  Novem- 
ber. Slides  and  a movie  of  the  witness  were 
shown  by  Bill  Bruff  and  Alice  Newton.  Nina 
Dodd,  Carl  Thatcher  and  Kristina  Etter  told 
of  their  experiences  on  the  vigil  line  outside  the 
Pentagon  and  of  their  impressions  of  the  witness. 

On  Wednesday,  we  again  had  a half  hour 
meeting  for  worship,  followed  by  a business 
meeting.  The  Peace  Committee  asked  that  its 
name  be  changed  to  Peace  and  Soeial  Action 
Committee.  It  felt  that  some  of  its  duties  might 
not  fall  under  the  category  of  “peace.”  The  re- 
quest met  with  the  Meeting’s  approval. 

The  clerk  announeed  the  activities  planned 
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tor  the  day.  Elinor  Ashkenazy  was  to  speak 
on  anti-communism  to  some  of  the  Senior  High 
group,  while  Philip  Wells  and  Molly  Morgenroth 
were  to  continue  the  discussion  of  social  prob- 
lems. Clarence  Cunningham  was  to  meet  with 
the  Junior  High  group.  In  the  afternoon  Howard 
and  Anna  Brinton  were  scheduled  to  meet  with 
those  Young  Friends  interested  in  various  facets 
of  Quakerism. 

The  minutes  of  all  interim  and  business  meet- 
ings were  read,  revised  and  approved.  Two  more 
epistles  from  Young  Friends  in  other  parts  of 
the  world  were  read. 

The  last  business  session  was  held  Thursday 
at  10  a.m.  Alinistry  and  Council  announced  plans 
to  meet  with  three  adults  from  the  Alinistry  and 
Oversight  Committee  to  see  what  helpful  sug- 
gestions they  might  have. 

The  Finance  Committee  suggested  the  budget 
for  next  year  be  $585.  Young  Friends  will  try 
to  raise  $300  or  more  of  this  amount  by  setting 
a goal  in  each  of  the  Meetings  according  to  the 
number  of  active  Young  Friends  in  each  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

The  34  Meetings  have  reported  that  this  year 
they  had  a total  of  1,302  adult  members  on  the 
first  of  June.  In  addition  they  reported  22  as- 
sociate members  and  700  attenders.  131  of  these 
are  members  of  other  Meetings  and  some  of 
these  have  sojourning  minutes  from  their  home 
Meetings. 

The  Meetings  have  added  61  members  by 
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convincement  and  application  and  103  by  trans- 
fer, but  many  of  these  were  transfers  from  one 
to  another  of  our  own  Meetings.  The  net  in- 
crease is  actually  95. 

There  were  reported  1,258  children  under  the 
care  of  the  Meetings.  375  of  these  are  permanent 
members  of  the  Meeting.  302  are  junior  members 
or  associate  members  or  have  some  other  form  of 
temporary  membership.  581  are  considered  by 
their  Meetings  to  be  attenders. 

Twenty-seven  Meetings  reported  the  regular 
reading  of  the  Queries.  Twenty-two  have  had 
Sunday  schools  for  their  children  and  27  reported 
a program  of  study  for  the  adults. 

Almost  all  of  the  Meetings  have  had  activities 
related  to  peace.  One  Peace  Committee  meets 
and  functions  jointly  with  the  Peace  Committee 
of  the  California  Yearly  Meeting  church  in  their 
town. 

I would  urge  that  all  Meetings  appoint  Re- 
corders rather  than  leaving  the  records  as  an 
extra  burden  for  the  Clerk.  Meetings  can  help 
their  Recorders  by  being  diligent  about  keeping 
in  touch  with  absent  and  inactive  members  so 
that  contact  is  not  lost.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  WORKSHOP 

Notes  by  Eleanor  Foster,  Santa  Cruz  Worship 
Group 

Ours  is  a lay  religion,  therefore  our  education 
program  must  build  the  Society  of  Friends  of 
the  future.  The  Meeting  and  the  Sunday  school 
program  are  one;  it  is  unhealthy  if  the  school 
runs  the  Meeting.  The  Meeting  must  be  con- 
cerned for  the  school;  the  school  must  build  up 
the  Meeting. 

The  teachers  must  be  concerned  with  various 
areas:  the  Judeo-Christian  background,  our 

Quaker  background,  personal  commitment,  and 
opening  ourselves  to  the  Spirit.  In  each  class, 
hovi^ever,  each  teacher  must  be  concerned  with 
four  things;  1)  building  Christian  attitudes;  2) 
content  — the  Bible,  Quakerism,  etc.  (This  is 
the  easiest  and  usually  receives  the  most  atten- 
tion.); 3)  faith  — the  realization  that  there  is 
that  of  God  in  every  man;  4)  commitment  to 
a way  of  life.  We  aren’t  doing  a very  good  job 
unless  we  are  teacliing  all  four. 

Friends  have  a tendency  to  be  vague  about 
what  they  are  going  to  teach.  There  needs  to  be 
agreement  in  the  Meeting  and  in  the  Religious 
Education  Committee  on  their  goals.  We  have 
no  creed:  this  gives  us  freedom  to  be  creative, 
but  it  does  not  mean  Friends  have  no  strong 
beliefs.  Answers  must  be  given,  though  of  course 
“I  don’t  know  yet,”  is  a perfcctlv  honest  and 


satisfying  answer.  We  should  never  say  that 
Friends  have  no  belief  about  certain  things.  In- 
stead we  can  say,  “I  have  found  this  to  be  true 
. . Others  have  found  this  . .”  Honesty  is  essen- 
tial; start  where  you  are. 

In  the  past,  content  has  been  weak.  Friends 
do  not  like  the  old  way  the  Bible  has  been  taught; 
a new  approach  now  is  necessary.  It  is  God’s 
revelation,  but  revelation  continues.  We  must 
encourage  a questioning  attitude.  Only  the  New 
Testament  should  be  taught  to  the  younger 
children.  By  the  4th  grade  they  can  study  “How 
the  Bible  came  to  be.”  Junior  Highers  should 
learn  about  other  denominations,  learn  we  can 
worship  with  others.  Teen-agers  usually  should 
themselves  be  involved;  possible  topics  are 
careers,  dating,  smoking,  drinking.  In  this  class 
leadership  is  most  important  — if  the  young  peo- 
ple can  choose  their  own  leaders,  these  leaders 
can  do  a better  job.  “Summing  Up”,  by  Blan- 
chard is  one  possible  course  for  teen-agers. 

The  question  was  asked,  “When  do  you  discuss 
prayer  with  children?”  The  answers  included 
these  ideas:  allow  yourself  to  be  open;  let  the 
child  bring  the  question  whenever  he  is  ready; 
it  can  be  discussed  in  a worship  service,  or 
through  stories.  We  must  help  the  child  experi- 
ence prayer.  The  idea  of  God  is  growing 
throughout  our  lives,  so  the  idea  of  prayer  differs 
at  different  levels  of  development.  In  this  mat- 
ter, as  in  dealing  with  the  subject  of  death, 
honesty  is  of  first  importance.  There  are  several 
good  suggestions  in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting’s  own 
pamphlet,  “Religious  Education  in  the  Home.”
